T h e Postoffice D epartm ent countered with the proposal to pay 


only the regular rate tor carrying m ail, less than a tenth that a>ked 


by the submarine. 


The departm ent stipulated also that only first-class mail would 


be <*cnt in this manner, and only the usual receptacles provided. 


The subm arine’s owners agreed to accept the regular rate, but 


have not vet agreed to the provision concerning containers. 


In view of the fact that much Am erican mail has been seized by 


the British, it would be interesting to see a G erm an vessel handle it 


on a plan of running the allied blockade.
